TIVOLI CHEESE CAKE 
The pastry used for this cake is 
ealled kuchen or coffee cake 
dough and is made by dissolving 
one cake of yeast in half a cup of 
lukewarm milk. When dissolved 
place into a bowl and stir in one 
cup of sifted flour, one teaspoon 
of sugar and one-quarter of a tea- 
spoon of salt and mix well. Put in 
a warm, but not hot place and let 

rise for one and a half hours. 


Beat to cream three-quarters of 


a cup of butter and one cup of 
sugar and beat fthto them three 
well-beaten eggs, five cups of sifted 
flour, one cup of warm, but not 
hot milk, and one teaspoon of salt. 
When well mixed, add the risen 
yeast and beat with a wooden spoon 
for ten minutes. Set aside to rise 
for four and a half hours. Dough 
should not be too stiff. 

Rub through a colander one 
and a half cups of cottage cheese 
and add to it two tablespoons of 
creamed butter, half a cup of 
sugar, the well-beaten yolks of 
three eggs, @ little salt, the grated 
rind of one lemon, half a cup of 
cleaned currants and two  table- 
spoons of finely chopped citron. 

Roll out very thin the coffee cake 
dough and with it line two pie tins 
that have been well buttered. Let 
stand to rise for fifteen minutes. 
Add to the cheese mixture the stiff- 
ly beaten whites of three eggs and 
fill the lined ple tins with the 
cheese mixture. Place quickly in- 
to a medium hot oven and bake 
until a knive blade will leave the 
mixture clean.
